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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a small-sized alarm generator 
capable of 

easily sensing the whereabout of variables of each person by 
effectively using 

the radio signal of a portable telephone or the like. 

SOLUTION: This alarm generator has a receiving means for receiving 
a radio 

signal and a voice generating means for amplifying the signal 
received by the 

receiving means to emit a prescribed voice which are provided in a
